New Orleans, February 2.—The repeat- 
ed warnings and prophecies of conserva- 
tive traders came true today and the cot- 
ton market showed a series of sharp 
breaks, the last and most severe of which 
landed priceg almost 100 points, 
cent, under the closing prices of yester- 
day, July showing a net loss.of 97 points 
at one time at 17.10, while. at the cloge 
March was 73 points lower than the close 
yesterday at 16.60, May 7! points lower 
at 17.12 and July 67 points lower at 17.40. 

Unlike the two other memorable breaks 
of this season, the slump was unattended 
with much excitement. A moderate vol- 
ume of trade had been shown all day 
with the largest amount of business com. 
ing from room traders and outside scalp. 
ers. All of a sudden the entire ring was 
flooded with selling orders and prices 
commenced a mad chase downward. They 
droped five and ten points at a time un- 
der the pressure. What weak longs there 
were in the market quickly let Zo and 
added to the volume of selling orders.

Visions are entertained of the possibil- 
ity of the supreme court granting judg- 
ments against Georgia and ali the otner 
southern states against which stand these 
obligations, through their 
passing into the hands of states or for- 
eign governments which may acquire 
them either as gifts or by purchase, and 
that the total liability thus entailed will 
run high up into the millions: 


Most Important Feature. 

From such study of the original text of 
Justice Brewer's opinion which states the 
position of the court as I was able to 
make today in the office of the clerk 
of the supreme court. the most lm. por- 
tant feature seems to be the finding that 
one state can sue another state in the 
supreme court -for recovery of a debt rep- 
resented by the bonds or other obliga- 
tions of the debtor state which the cred- 
itor state owns Justice Brewer states 
the South Dakota case in this way: 

“A state with an unquestionable title 
to bonds issued by another state. se- 
cured by a mortgage of railroad stock 
belonging to that state, comes {nto this 
court and invokes its jurisdiction to com- 
pel payment of those bonds and subjec- 
tion of the mortgaged property to the 
satisfaction of the debt.”’ 

The state of North Carolina raised the 
question of jurisdiction. The supreme 
eourt had, in the case of New Hamp- 
shire v. Louisiana, decided in 1883, held 
that the state could not, on behalf of 
one of its citizens, sue another state in 
the supreme court, that right having 
been taken away, if it ever existed, by 
the eleventh amendment to the consti- 
tution. But in the present case, South 
Dakota is the owner in its own right of 
the bonds in question, and the case Is, 
therefore, the suit of one state against 
another which the court holds is clearly 
within its jurisdiction, under section 2 
of article 3 of the constitution, which 
gives it original jurisdiction of contfro- 
versies between two or more states. 
This, it holds, is a case directly affecting 
the preperty rights and interests of a 
state. 


How Dakota Got the Bonds. 

The bonds in question came into the 
possession of South Dakota in the form 
of a gift from Solomon Sleicher, a New 
York banker. In hig letter or deed of 
gift, he states he has been advised he 
cannot maintain qa suit against North 
Carolina On these bonds, but that such 
a case could be maintained by a foreign 
state or one of the United States. 

“The owners of these bonds,” he 
writes, “are mostly, if not entirely, per- 
suns who liberally give charity to the 
needy, the deserving and the unfortunate. 
These bonds can be used to great advan- 
tage by states or foreign governments, 
and the majority owners would prefer 
to use them in this way rather than 
take .the trifle which ig offered by the 
debtor. If your state ghould succeed 
In collecting these bonds, it would be 
the inclination of the owners of a ma- 
jority of the total issue now outstanding 


|} to make additional donations to such 


governments ag may be able to collect 
from the repudiating state rather than 
accept the small pittance offered in set- 
tlement.”’ 

The motive which inspired this gift 
Was attacked by North Carolina, but the 
court holds that the motive with which 
a gift is made, whether good or bad, 
doeg not affect validity or the question 
of jurisdiction. The court holds that the 
title of South Dakota jis as perfect as 
though it had received those bonds from 
North Carolina. The effect of this de- 
cisi@h seems, therefore, to be that any 
state, and presumably any foreign gov- 
ernment, though this contingency is not 
touched upon by the court, which holds 
or may secure any of the repudiated 
bonds, regularly issue, of any of the 
southern states and which owng them 
as its own property, will be able to se- 
cure judgment against the repudiating 
state by suit in the supreme court of 
the United States,

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Opening of Parliament Made 
Notable by @ most Curious 
Situation, 


London, February 2.—‘‘My right honofa- 
ble friend, the member from West Bir- 
mingham,” as Austin Chamberlain de- 
scribed his father, was the central figure 
in the drama that marked the opening 
of parliament today. 

No playwright could have devised a 
more curious situation. For the first 
time- in years, Joseph Chamberlain took 
his seat as a private member Of the 
house of commons, and was separated 
from his former, colleagues in the cabi- 
net by’the gangway. From this seat he 
saw his son act as leader of the house 
of commons, a position which Mr. Cham- 
berlain, with all his years of parliament- 
ary experience never attained. 

Premier Balfour was laid up with in- 
fluenza and therefore was unable to be 
present. When Austen Chamberlain arose 
to reply in behalf of the party of which 
his own father is believed to be the most 
powerful member, the house was spell- 
bound. Until that moment Mr. Ackers- 
Douglas, secretary of state for home af- 
fairs, wef generally expected to take 
Premier Balfour’s place, and interest in 
the proceedings was heightened by the 
fact that Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, the Mberal leader, had just con- 
cluded a merciless satire On Austen 
Chamberlain’s father. The situation was 
without parallel in the recollection of the 
oldest politician and all eyes were fixed 
alternately upon the father and the son. 

Jo Chamberlain Cnmoved. : 

Joseph Chamberlain, who had sat un- 
moved under the ridicule of the liberal 
leader, turned nervously toward his son, 
who now takes procedence over him, 
With his monocie in his eye, an orchid 
4n his buttonhole and his hands clasped 
acrosa his knees, the most prominent 
figure in the British empire sat and Ls- 
tened to his own defense from the lips 
of his son.

Brunswick Child Meets Pain- 
ful Death

“The death of Mr. Whitney is a great 
shock to me, as # will be to the entire 
country. Mr. Whitney was a most re- 
markable man—warm hearted, generous 
and with the faculty of attaching friends 
to him such as few possess, He was en- 
dowed with rare ability, and, in dealing 
with public affairs, had a breadth of vis- 
ion, which made him the equal of any of 
his compeers, no matter how august. His 
death is a great loss to his friends, his 
party and his country."’

William Collins Whitney was born in 
Conway, Mass., July 15, 1841, and was 
the son of General James 8.

In 1888 he was given the degree of LL.D., 
by Yale. Immediately after leaving Har- 
vard law school he began the practice of 
law in New York. He assisted in or- 
ganizing the Young Men’s: Democratic 
Club in 1871.

In 1872 
he was inspector of schools, and in the 
Same year was defeated for district at- 
torney. From 1875 to 1882 he was cor- 
poration eounsel, and 1886 to 1889 was 
secretary of the navy and laid the foun- 
dation of the present naval strength of 
the United States.

BUMPER CROPS 
HOT POSSIBLE 
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Doll Weel. Bar to Large Yield 
of Cotton, 


So Reports Special Agent Hunter, 
of the Agricultural Depart- 
mentHe Says the Weevil 
Will Never ‘Be. Ex- 
terminated. 


Washington, February 2.—-W. D. Hun- 
ter, special agent in charge of cotton boli 
weevil investigations for the division of 
entomology, department of agriculture, 
in a report issued today as an emergency 
bulletin, says the work of his division for 
several years “has demonstrated that 
there is nat even a remote probability 
that the boll weevil ever will be extermi- 
nated.’ The bulletin adds: 

“Although the very large ylelds of cot- 
ton of former times may no longer be 
possible, it is n@vertheless entirely feas- 
ible to produce cotton at a margin of 
profit that will compare favorably with 
that involved in the production of most 
of the staple crops of the United States 
by following what have become known 
generally as the cultural methods, involv- 
ing changes and modifications of the sys- 
tem af cotton raising made necessary by 
the weevil. They wete originiplly suggest- 
ed by a careful study of the life history 
and habits of the pest, and naturally ary 
improvements that may eventually be 
made will be the result of the continua- 
tion of that study. They have now been 
tested successfully on a large scale by 
the divisiop of entomology, as well as by 
many planters. during two very unfavor- 
able seasons. Of greatest advantage. is 
the reduction of the numbers of the 
weevils by the destruction of the plants 
in the fall. The adyantage thus gained 
1s followed up by bending every effort 
toward procuring .an early crop the fol- 
lowing season.” : 

The changes in the cotton raising sys- 
tem urgently recommended are: 

Early planting with seed from as far 
north as possible; thorough cultivation of 
the fields, which influences the constant 
growth and consequent early maturing of 
the crop; planting the rows as far apart 
as feasible and thorough thinning out of 
the plants in the rows; destruction by 
plowing up, windrowing and burning of 
all the cotton stalks in the flelds as soon 
as the weevils become so numerous that 
practically all the fruit is being punc- 
tured, thus destroying the very great pro- 
portion of weévils developing late in the 
autumn and extensive use of fertilizers so 
as.to procure earlier crops.

The qualifying statement I!s 
added, however, that Japan’s last note 
was at the time declared to set forth an 
frreduceable minimum of her demands, 
and it is difficult for those conversant 
with the Japanese position to believe that 
any important departure from the gen-

@ble at Tokio. 

As a result of careful inquiry at the

JAPAN IS READY FOR WAR 


| War Fever Is High and When the Japs Strike They 
Will Strike in a Manner To ‘Astonish 
the World. 


Tokio, February 2.—The Russia note is 
still undelivered, and the government 
and people of Japan do not possess any 
definite information concerning the time 
of its arrival or its contents. Russia’s 
delay, coupled with the announcement 
of continued movement of reinforce- 
ments into Manchuria, increases the 
strain of the tension, while it diminishes 
the already slight prospects for peace. 

The government has been urged to 
dispatch a peremptory note to tS. Pe- 
tersburg, threatening to “declare war if 
refused immediate satisfaction in the 
way of reply to its previous note, but 
still the government ig patiently await- 
ing, although it is manifest if the delay 
is much more prolonged it will act en- 
ergetically. Events will move rapidly 
when the note is finally received if it fs 
materially unsatisfactory and the pros- 


pect for additional negstiation is slight, 


although probably Japan ‘will dispatch 


an wuitimatum before striking. 

The Japanese show a remarkable out- 
ward calm, and no scenes similar 
those in America and England before 
recent wars were witnessed. There are 
occasional demonstrations and outcrop- 
pings of popular feeling, but the casual 
visitor to the large cities can see but 
little out of the ordinary in the disposi- 
tion and behavior of the people. There 
is, however, an undercurrent of desper- 
ate determination running the nation’s 
length and breadth, more imposing in 
many ways than a demonstrative emo- 
tion. The people have counted the cost 
and made final preparations, 89 that if 
forced to fight they are capable of wag- 
ing and sustaining war in a manner that 
will surprise the world, 
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specifically asserteqd that no exchanges 
relating to the Russo-Japanesé situation 
have occurred between the French an1 
British governments for more than ten 
days. ; 

Some time ago, while reports of media- 
tion were current, @ genkral under- 
standing was reached by which, each in 
their own way, Great Britain at Tokio 
and France at St. Petersburg, would 
seek to secure a pacific adjustment, but 
this related to the former condition when 
the Japanese note was pending. Since 
then there has been no agreement and 
no negotiations toward an agreement 
concerning the coming Russian reply. 


RUSSIA IS MOBILIZING 
AS WARNING TO JAPAN 

St. Petersburg, February 2.—‘'The an- 
nouncement of the Russian mobilization 
precedes the Russian response as a warn. 
ing to Japan,’ says The Boerse Gazette 
today. 

The czar now has before him the re- 
port of the special council or the Russian 
response. All papers relating thereto 
were submitted to him yesterday by the 
Grand Duke Alexis and the czar is giving 
them earnest consideration. He had not 
reached his decision up to 6 o'clock this 
evening, and it is authoritatively stated 
it may possibly be several days before the 
response is forwarded to Tokio 


GREAT CONCESSIONS 
MADE BY RUSSIAN REPLY 

Paris, February, 2.—The Havas agency 
has circulated a dispatch to the effect 
that Ruesia’s reply to Japan, the sub- 
stance of which has been comunicated 
to the foreign chancellories everywhere, 
has made an impression that .war will be 
avoided. 

Views have been excharged btweer the 
Unted States, France and Great Britain 
on the subject. The concessions therein 
go beyond general expectation and Show 
the sentiments of equity and loyalty actu- 
ating the czar. If, in spite of the very 
large satisfaction Japan will receive, the 
issue of the crisis should be war, Japan 
will incur the whole responsibility and 
find herself morally isolated.

Despite the talk of resentment 
toward this course of action which comes 
from Bogota confidence is expressed by 
those informed of the progress of the 
negotiations that a settlement will be 
effected and that it will prove acceptable 
at Bogota.

NO ACT OF PRESIDENT 
SHOULD BE CRITICISED 


Clarke Surprised That the President, 
Provoked as He Was by Colom- 
bia, Did Not Give More 
Enccuragement to Pan- 
ama Socessionists. 


Washington, February 2.—Mr. Clarke, 
the new derhocratic senator from Arkan- 
sas, made his first speech in the senate 
today in support of the Panama treaty. 
He spoke for two hours and announced 
his indorsement'of every position taken 
iby the president in connection with the 
Panama revolt and in the negotiations of 
the treaty with the new state. 

Mr. Fairbanks also spoke in. support 
of the treaty, contending for the regu- 
larity of all the proceedings of the ad- 
ministration on the isthmus of Panama. 

Mr. Clarke lost no time in declaring his 
absolute adherence of the policy of the 
president. The question of the wisdom 
of building an isthmus canal is no longer, 
he said, a question for discussion, and 
this declaration was followed by another 
statement in indorsement of the treaty, 
whose terms were, he sald, most liberal. 

He contended also that the recognition 
by the president of the republic of Pan- 
ama had been in all respects regular and 
in accord with precedents. This action 
he considered final and in none of its as- 
pects subject to review by the senate in 
dealing with the treaty. 

Not Willing To Block Canal. 

Mr. Clarke expressed regret at not being 
able to agree with those of his demo- 
cratic colleagues who oppose ratification, 
but he called attention to the fact that 
many of those who oppose the treaty 
have themselves been earnest friends of 
an isthmian canal. He could not find 
himself willing to obstruct an enterprise 
in which his state, as all other parts of 


‘the country, Is Interested because of any 


acts of the president which might not in 
all details meet approval. He disclaim- 
ed, however, any intention to oriticise the 
president in any respect, for he felt that 
the provocation was such that Mr. Roose- 
velt, Hke Warren Hastings, might con- 
gratulate himself on doing so little when 
there wes opportunity to do so much. 
He found so much provocation In the 
dealings of Colombia that he did not 
wonder that a man of the president’s 
temperament had taken the position he 
had and Mr. Clarke expressed surprise 
that more encouragement had not been 
given to the Panama uprising. 

Mr. Clarke also announced his dis- 
agreement with the senators who con- 
tended. that the president should have 
turned to the Nicaragua route after fall- 
ing to secure Colombia’s natification of 
the canal treaty. His principal reason for 
this position was announced to be his be- 
lief that we should have only a sea level 
canal, which was possible on the Pan- 
ama route and not possible on the Nica- 
ragua route. He did not believe that any 
but a sea level canal would pay ex- 
penses. 


Democratic States for Canal. 

He declared his satisfaction over the 
fact that the public expression given in 
favor of the canial had come from demo- 
cratic states and he added that demo- 
cratic votes would make the ratification 
of the treaty certain. The republican 
party could make no suck claim and the 
president "had received no assurances of 
support from the republican party at 
large. 

Continuing his discussion of the politi- 
cal feature of the cana‘ controversy and 
extending his contention that the presi- 
dent was without support in his own 
party, Mr. Clarke declared that ‘“‘the pres- 
ident is now the central figure in a Bel- 
shazzar’s feast, waiting for some friend- 
ly Daniel to interpret the handwriting 
on the wall ‘and prophesy for him wheth- 
er the chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee will ‘fish or cut bait.’ ’’ 

He also Geclared thet popular support 
of the president's course in his own party 
was so lukewarm as to cause great re- 
joicing over the announcement that the 
three principal federal officeholders in 
Boston were for the nomination of Mr. 
Roosevelt and to cause the annoyncement 
that Alasaka was for him to be blazoned 
forth tn bex car letters. But “‘notwith- 
standing this lethargy,’ the senator pre- 
dicted the nomination of the president, 
saying that while the democrats were in 
doubt as to whom to instruct for, the 
republicans knew for whom they must 
instruct. 

He made a yigorous appeal for the con- 
sideration of the canal question independ- 
ent of partisan bias and when he closed 
was warmly congratulated by a number 
of senators from both sides of the cham- 
ber.

Major French Reported Yesterday st 
the Adjutant General’s Office, 
and Will Start Out on His 
Tour with Colonel Obear 


Negxt Monday. 


Major T. H. French, of the Sixteenth 
United States infantry, has been detailed 
Dy Major General H. C. Corbin, com- 
manding the division of the Atlantic, to 
inspect the Georgia state troops. 

Major French received the order direct 
from General Corbin yesterday and re- 
ported at once to the office of Adjutant 
General §. W. Harris. Colonel Wifliam 


G. Obear, inspector general of state 
troops, had already made out his itiner- 
ary, and accompanied by Major French, 
he will start out next Monday, Feb- 
ruery 8. 

Colonel Obear and Major French will 
Bo next week to Columbus on Monday, 
Americus on Tuesday, Dawson on Wed- 
nesday, Fort Gaines on Thursday and 
Cuthbert on Friday. This is as far as 
Colonel Obear is prepared to make his 
itinerary public. 

Major French is the same United States 
army officer who inspected the Georgia 
troops last year and he made a good report 
upon the Georgia militia as a whole. As 
the result ef that inspection, however, 
and subsequent inspections by Colonel 
Obear, several of the commands which 
were in existence at that time have been 
disbanded. 

It is expected that all of these inspec- 
tions will be finished by April 28. The 
‘time limit is May !, and the officeys are 
going to be pushed to get through at that 
time, In cities where there is more than 
one company it will be necessary to make 
two inspections ‘the same day in order to 
carry out the programme that has been 
mapped out. There are about eighty or- 
@anizations {n the s@ate and the task is 
no easy one. 

What Major French Will Do. 

Major French in inspecting the Georgia 
troops will act under general orders No. 
71, issued by the United States war de- 
partment, bearing date of December 29, 
1903. 

The following portion of the order shows 
what Major French will be expected to 
do: 

“The inspectors will determine: 

“lt. The strength of the ymrious organi- 
zations, including classification of officers 
4nd men so as to show the organization 
of the command and the yumber present 
and absent. 

“2. A return showing all field pieces 
machine guns, rifles, carbines, revolvers 
and other arms of the United States on 
hand, together with all attachments and 
equipments, carriages, harness and spare 
parts, a and ammunition, or 
parts therefor. . 

“3, Whether the organizations are suf- 
ficiently armed, uniformed and equfpped 
for active service in the field. 

“Blank forms and such further detailed 
instructions as m@y be neoessary wil] be 
furnished by the war department upon 
application by division commanders. 

‘“*Reports of inspections will be sent to 
division commanders, who will forward 
all reports of the militia of each state and 
territory as soon as reecived.”’

Fatally Wounded Attorney Shrader 
Protected Mrs, Neal 


| Shrader Vowed That He Was Shot 


by Woman’s Husband Under a 
Misapprehension—Declared 
He Had Never Seen 
Mrs. Neal. 


Louisville, February 2.—James H. 
Shrader, the prominent young lawyer, 
who was shot last night by W. E. Neal, 
of Owensboro, Ky., died this morning. 
The trouble arose, it is said, over a sus- 
picion which Neal entertained as to 
Shrader’s relations with Mrs. Neal. Neal 
has been arrested. 

The shooting occurred in the cafe of 
the Capital hotel, where Neal found 
Shrader talking with the bartender. 
Neal, it is said, without speaking a word 
to Shrader, drew a thirty-eight caliber 
revolver from his coat pocket and 
opened fire. Shrader started to run into 
the office when he saw the pistol. The 
first shot missed Shrader, and passed 
close to several other guests of the hotel 
who were sitting at a table writing. 
The second shot_ struck Neal’s victim 
in the arm, and the third entered his 
back. Shrader fel] vehind the desk in 
the office, and Harris and several by- 
Standers attempted to disdrm Neal, as 
he was preparing to fire again. He was 
thrown against the glass partition in the 
bar room in the effort to secure his re- 
volver, broke the glass and severely cut 
his hand. He tore himself loose from the 
men who were attempting to detain him 
and threw himself out of the door, only 
to run into the arms of an officer. 

Neal is 32 years old, and was born 
in Lawrenceburg. He was the only son 
of William Neal, a prominent farmer 
of Anderson county, who once repre- 
Sented his district in the legislature. He 
left Lawrenveburg about four years ago, 
and has since been living in Louitsville, 
except for one year, which he spent 
in Hopkinsville. He came here two 
weeks ago with his wife, and has been 
living at the Capital hotel.

PULLMAN WINS BIG VERDICT. 


Jury Find Ten Thousand Dollars’ 
Damages Against the 
Seaboard. 

Considerable attention hag been at- 
tracted by the trial of the case of the 
Pullman company against the Seaboard 
and Roanoke Railroad Company and the 
Raleigh and Gaston Rallroad Com- 
pany, which has occupied the time of the 
city court of Atlanta throughout the 
present week. The case grew out of al- 
leged damage inflicted upon @ sleeping 
car belonging to the Pullman company, 
and which was damaged in a collision be- 
tween two trains of the Seaboard Air 
Tine and the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company near the union depot 

some years ago. 

The Pullman company alleges that 
each railroad company sought to shift 
responsibility for the damage upon the 
other company involved, and therefore, 


brought suit for The full amount of the 
damage against the Seaboard, to which 
company the sleeping car had _ been 
furnished under’ contract, and to 
whose train it was attached at 
the time of the collision. The 
suit was brought by levying 4n at- 
tachment against cars belonging to the 
Seaboard, and the damage was laid at 
$6,880. 

The defendant companies in answering 
the suit denied the existence of any 
contract with the Pullman company, 
and denied any responsibility for the 
damage to the sleeping car, alleging that 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad Come- 
pany was solely responsible for any dam- 
age that may have been inflicted. They 
also contended that under the estimate 
and evidence of their master mechanic 
the extent of the damage fhvolved only 
$3,500, or about half the sum claimed 
in the sult. , 

The action was brought by Messrs, 
Dorsen, Brewster & Howell for the 
Pullman company, and was defended by 
Messrs. Brown & Randolph; counsel for 
the Seaboard Air Line. The evidence 
on both sides was conflicting, and the 
argument of counsel, which consumed 
part of two days, was earnest and 
spirited. 

Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., appeared for 
the Pullman company in the trial of 
the case, and upon the close of his con- 
cluding argument Tuésday morning, the 
jury, after the charge delivered by Judge 
Reid, retired, and after a short while 
brought in a verdict in favor of the Pull- 
man company for the sum of $10,460.25. 

Counsel for the defendant gave notice 
that a motion for a new trial would be 
made in the case, 


TEAS CONCERNS 
HAVE. RECEIVERS 


Biggest Corporations in State 
in Court's Hands, 


Kirby Lumber Company and Hous- 
ton Oil Company Placed in Tem- 
porary Heceivership by Se- 
cret Order, Which Leaked 
Out Yesterday. 


Houston, Tex., February 2.—The Kirby 
Lumber Company and the Houston Oil 
Company, two of the largest corporations 


in Texas, were yesterday placed in the 
hands of temporary receivers by the fed- 
eral court at New Orleans. B. F. Bon- 
ner, who is closely associated with John 
H. Kirby and N. W. McLeod, of 8t. 
Louis, were named as receivers for the 
former company, and Captain F. A. 
Reichardt, cashier of th ePlanters and 
Mechanics’ national bank of this city, 
and Thomas H. Franklin, of San An- 
tonio, Tex., were appointed receivers for 
the Houston Of] Company. 

The application for temporary receivers 
was made af the instance of the Mary- 
land Trust Company. When the order 
was entered at New Orleans on Monday 
last by Federal Judge A. P. McCormick, 
it is understood that the Kirby interests 
were present and insisted on being repre- 
sented in the receiverships. 

At the instance of the applicant, the 
order was made a secret’ one for forty- 
eight hours, but it leaked out today and 
was later confirmed by Floyd McGowan, 
of the law firm of Denman, Franklin & 
McGowan, of San Antonio. who passed 
through Houston today en route from 


New Orleans. Mr. McGowan gave out a 
Statement, in part, as follows: 


McGowan Makes Statement. 


“It ig quite evident that the recelver- 
Ships are merely for the purpose of hold- 
ing the properties of the two companies 
intact until ari amicable adjustment pend- 
ing negotiations can be brought about. 
I believe that this will be done before 
February 17, which is the day set for 
final orders in the case. I fee] satisfied 
that there will be an adjustment and set- 
tlement of everything by that time, and 
that no permanent receiver will be ap- 
pointed. The business of the two com- 
panies will proceed as usual, and no other 
interests will be involved thereby. 

; e receiverships were brought about 
through the application of the Maryland 
Trust Company, holers of timber certifi- 
cates of the Kirby Lumber Company, and 
guaranteed by the Houston Oi] Company, 
upon which interest was not paid when 
due.’ It is understood that the trust com- 
pany is itself in the hands of a receiver, 
and it was on this account that that 
officer brought about the application for 
temporary receivers. He did not feel 
that he was authorized to make any fur- 
ther extensions, although everything in- 
dicated that $700,000 due the trust com- 
pany would be paid within a few days. 

“IT feel sure-that every cent due will 
be paid and that the receivership will be 
of only temporary duration. TI feel also 
at Hberty to state that Mr. Kirbv’s in- 


dividual interests and his other invest- 


ments throughout the state are in no 
way affected.”’ 

The KirBSy Lumber Company is capital- 
ized at $10,000,000, of which $8,000,000 
is preferred stock and $5,000,000 is com- 
mon stock. 

Of the Houston Oil Company’s capital 
stock of $30,000,000, $10,000,000 is pre- 
ferred stock and $20,000,000 common 
stock. 


Properties of Companies. 

The property of the Kirby Lumber Com- 
pany consists of eighteen lumber mills 
and mercantile stores, all in Texas; 142 
miles of railroad, seven hundred cars, 
fifty-five locomotives, 240,000 acres of 
pine land, logging outfits, tie and piling 
outfits. This company’s inventory shows 
$1,000,000 worth of lumber on hand. Its 
assets are claimeq to be $12,500,000 in 
excess of liabilities. 

The Houston Oil] Company owns |,000,- 
000 acres of pine land, valued by experts 
at $30,000,000, and oil property of enor- 
mous value. It controls a large part of 
the Corsicana oil fleld, the Sour Lake 
area, and the Nacogdoches oil field. 

When the news of the receivership was 
announced here today, a run was made 
on the: Savings department of the Plam- 
ters and Merchants National bank, but 
not on the bank proper, where the de- 
posits were much in. excess of the with- 
drawals. The other banks of the city at 
once made tenders of assistance, but they 
were not accepted. The savings depart- 
mént was kept open until 5 o’clock for 
the accommodation of those wishing to 
withdraw their savings, but little business 
was done after 3 p. m., the scare having 
to a great extent subsided. 

Captain F. A. Reichardt, caghier of the 
bank, and one of the receivers, was ask- 
ed what the effect of the receivership 
would be upon the local institution, and 
said: 

“The Houston Ojl company does not 
owe this bank one cent, nor does. Mr. 
Kirby owe the bank one cent; on the 
contrary he has some thousands of dol- 
lars to his credit. The bank has taken 
in more money today than we have been 
called upon to pay out.” 


Corporations Safe, Says Kirby. 

New York, tag wid 2.—John H. Kirby, 
president of the rby Lumbér comparty, 
is now in this city. Regarding tbe court 
proceedings he said: 

“The action taken In the courts ts to 
be deplored, but in my opinion the result 
will be ‘beneficial to both corporations. 
We resisted this action, however, in ev- 
ery way we could, but now that it has 
been forced upon us, we shall endeavor 
to carry through the financial plans t@em 
porarily interrupted by these proceedings. 

‘Both corporations own assets of great 
value, and both are thoroughly solvent. 
The timber estate owned by the Hous- 
ton Oil Company cannot be duplicated 
anywhere in the south, and is of enor- 
mous value. The manufacturing plants 
of the Kirby Lumber Company make it 
the largest single producer of pine lum- 
ber In the world. The business fs profita- 
ble and the only sole cause of the pres- 
ent trouble Hes in the fact that the se- 
curities issued by the Houston Oil Com- 
pany have not been marketable.” 

According to an authority’ the bill 
against the Kirby Lumber Campany was 
filed by the Maryland Trust Company, 
trustee of the mortgage of the Oj] Com- 
pany at New Orleans, last Thursday. 

The Kirby Lumber Company invested 
heavily in the preferred stock of the 
Houston Oil Company, dividends apr 
which have been defaulted since Janu- 
ary last, resulting in the calling of many 
loans made to the lumber company. 

The statement is made that Kirby in- 
terests on Monday tendered to the oil 
company ,$210,000 cash, with which to 
meet the coupons maturing on the oil 
company’s preferred stock. The tender 
was refused by the trustees, the Mary- 
land Trust Company, which persisted in 
tthe receivership proceedings. 

None of the creditors of either corpor- 
ation is a party to the court proceed- 


ings.

Jacksonville, Fla., February 2.—The 
government scored several points today 
in the case against Mrs. Helen Wilmans- 
Post, charged with devising a scheme 
to defraud and using the mails for frau- 
dulent purposes. 

Evidence was adduced to show that the 
mental science healer paid little, if any, 
attention to the letters received by 
ftom patients desiring treatment: that 
ehe would extract the money from the 
envelopes and pass the letters on to her 
force of clerks, to be answered accord- 
ing to instructions originally given, and 
that when Mrs. Post was not at home 
her private secretary opened the letters 
and taking out the money, passed them 
on to be answered bv the clerks. 

The first witness today was Edward F. 
Britton, of Goldsboro, N. C., who was 
employed by the defendant to print all 
of her circulars, pamphlets and papers 
containing advertisements of the mental 
sclence treatment. 

He identified a large number of such 
papers as having been printed by him 
for the defendant, and that he deposited 
the papers in the postoffice for transit 
ihrough the mails. 

Several of the pamphlets on mental 
science treatment were read to the jury. 


Did Not Read the Letters. 

Mrs. E. H. Dayton, of Seabreeze, Fla., 
private secretary of Mrs. Post for four 
vears, féstified as to the manner in which 
letters were answered when received from 
patients. 

She testified that one letter containing 
money, but not addressed to Mrs. Post, 
was received in the mall one day anda 
opened by Mrs. Post, the money extracted 
the envelope indorsed ‘“$IO per month,”’ 
and passed on to the clerk for answer. 
When the défendant’s attention was 
called to this letter she had to admit 
that she had not read it, and did not 
know fat it was not for her. 

This was introduced to show that the 
defendant did not’ read the letters and 
did not even know who were her patients. 
There was a sterotyped form of answer 
for every letter at every stage of the 
case under treatment.

MORE MILLIONS 
FOR ST. LOUIS 


Favorable Report on Bill 
Granting $4,600,00 As 
As a Loan, 


Washington, February 2.—The genate 
commitiee on appropriations today au- 
thorized a favorable report on ihe urgency 
deficiency bill. An amendment was adopt- 
ed appropriating $4,600,000 as a loan to 
the St. Louis exposition. 

The total of the bill ag 
$16.378,216. As reported to the senate 
the total increase over the house appro- 
priation is $5,352,216, but as the loan to 
the St. Louls exposition. is reimbursable, 
the net increase is only $752.216. 

It is provided that the payment to the 
exposition management shall be made as 
follows: One million upon the passage of 
the deficiency bill, $1,000,000 each dur- 
ing the months of February, March and 
April and $600,000 during the month of 
May, 1904. The government is given first 
lien upon the’gross receipts of the exposi- 
tion company from all pald admissions to 
the grounds and from all moneys received 
from concessions. The board of lady man- 
agers of the exposition will receive $100,- 
000 from the loan. 

Among the items of increase in the bill 
are the following:

vice, $86,660, and to carry out the pro- 
visions of the pure food law the depart- 
ment of agriculture is given $25,000.

As a rule, the cases investigated by the 
coroner showed that the victims had gone 
to sleep with a light burning low: that 
the pressure let up, extinguished the 
flame and then was renewed, causing the 
suffocation of the sleeper. The coroner 
is preparing a report of the subject wihch 
he will hand to the mayor.

‘COTTON IS UP TO STAY 
SAYS EXPERT BROWN 


New Orleans, February 2.—(Special.)— 
In the most decisive and pronounced 
declaration that W. P. Brown has made 
on the cotton situation this season in an 
exclusive statement made ~to me this 
morning he said that the price of cotton 
would not Only remain at 15 cents or 
above, but that it will go much higher. 

Mr. Brown is positive that cotton will 
not only maintain tts present price, but 
will go. higher, considerably higher. 
While he did not say so in direct words, 
it is clear that he expects 20-cent cotton 
before the next crop is harvested and will 
not be surprised if the fleecy staple even 
exceeds that figure, 

Mr. Brown's views on thig subject can- 
not but be of great interest, as well as 
value, to the entire producing and con- 
suming manufacturing world. It is a re- 
markable fact that for more than six 
years since his word became of com- 
manding importance in the cotton world he 
mas never failed to accurately estimate 
the crop and consumption and foreshadow 
the price. The record shows that every 
prediction he has made has come true, 
and today his office ig deluged with tel- 
egrams, cablegrams and letters from 
leading cotton men and manufacturers 
all Over the world requesting his views on 
the cotton situation. I saw a cablegram 
this morning from a big syndicate in 
Asia Minor, said to have made $10,000,- 
000 out of the present cotton crop, re- 
questing his immediate advce on the situ- 
ation. So it will ba seen that his views 
on the cotton market are considered of 
great importance and are sought from all 
parts of the world. 

Present Cotton Prices Will Stick. 

When asked his opinion in regard to 
the cotton market today and if he thought 
the statistical position warranted present 
prices, Mr. Brown replied: 


“Il belleve that cotton will not only 
maintain ite present price, but that it will 
sell much higher on a purely legitimate 
basis. No man or set of men could have 
forced prices to their present level had 
there not been a justification of the ad- 
vance. The spinners of the world and 
the large and small merchants have all 
been led to believe that this crop would 
be a big one, and the spinners have sold 
their output thinking that the crop would 
be large and that they would be able to 
get cheaper cotton. The jobbers and 
merchants have likewise sold their stOcks 
down o a minimum on the belief that 
the crop was a large one; that prices 
would consequently decline and that they 
would be able to buy cheaper in the fu- 
ture. 

“Now the whole world is waking up to 
the fact that this crop is a smail one, 
and that there will not be enough to go 
around. Tie world has been inislead by 
the quantity of the invisible supply of 
manufactured goods. I positively believe 
that the invisible supply of cotton on the 
first day of last September was the small- 
est in proportion to the requirements 
since immediately following the civii war, 
and I also believe that the supply of 
manufactured cotton goods and yarns was 
smaller than they have been for many 
years. And another very important fac- 
tor is that the production has been great- 
ly over-estimated and consumption gross- 


ly under-estimated. The consuming worid 
is in a better condition today to pay 
present prices than é& was when cotton 
Was selling around 5 and 6 cents. 

“Prices are only relative and the pur- 
chasing power of the world is 
now than ever known. Jn 
the average consumers of 
have plenty of money today 
fully able to pay the prices now prevail- 
ing, and even much higher ones, whereas 
when cotton was selling at 6 and 6 cents 
a pound they were not able financially to 
buy their requirements even at the 
prices of goods then prevailing.’’ 

When asked what he thought as to 
prices Of the next crap, he sald: 

“That will depend entirely on the size 
of the crop. If the cotton planters of 
the south are smart this year they will 
raise everything that they can at home 
to eat and make cotton their surplus mon- 
ey crop. This will put them in a position 
to sell their cotton when they please and 
to the best advantage, while on the con- 
trary, if they turn their entire attention 
to cotton they will have to buy their corn, 
meat and mules from the west and sell 
theic cotton on a forced market to get 
the money to do it with. This would 
weakened their position materially and 
have an undesirable Influence on the 
price of cotton. The cetton planters of 
the south are in better condition finan- 
cially than ever before, and I want to 
See them not Only uphold their present 
position, but grow stronger, and I think 
that my entire record fs consistent with 
this statement. The south has the great- 
est future before it of any country in 
the world, but it would be unwise to 
let prosperity along a single line cause 
us to neglect other and general Opportu- 
nities, thereby losing our balance. 


Manufacturers Must Adjust Prices. 


“As to manufacturers, I think that they 
should accept the inevitable and adjust 
their prices to the cost of raw mate- 
rial, hey have been misled by statis- 
ticlans both as to supply and consump- 
tion. In my judgment, manufacturers 
would stand in their own light if they 
were to try to depress the price of c0t- 
ton now, as & decline in the price of the 
raw material would check the present 
rapid advance in yarns and manvufactur- 
ed goods. They should mark thelr goods 
on a basis of 20-cent cotton and hold 
them till they get it, and if cotton goers 
up to 25 cents, mark thelr goods up to 
that basis. There is neither sense or 
business in selling goods below the cost 
of production, especially where there is a 
famine in @ry goods. The world muét 
have the goods and the manufacturer 
must have the cotton.” 

New Orleans Will Control. 

I asked Mr. Brown if he thought that 
New Orleans would be able to perma- 
nently maintain the controlling position 
in the cotton market that it has acquired, 
and he replied: 

“A close study of conditions and candid 
admissions from the strongest sources 
convinces me that New Orleans will be 
the permanent master of ‘the cotton sit- 
vation and the bul] center of the cotton 
world, and that hereafter the prices wil! 
be largely in our hands instead of those 
of foreigners. It is admitted in both 
cotton and financial circles that New Or- 
leans has complete mastery of the bull 
end of the market this time, and it is mv 
strong opinion that we will be able to 
maintain it permanently. In substantia- 
tion of this statement, it is only nects- 
sary to compare the prices of May and 
July in New Orleans markets to those 
of the other future markets of the world. 
New Orleans is strong enough financially 
to handle our own cotton crop without 
having to depend on outside ald, and is 
therefore absOlutely independent.”’

Hearing in United States Court. 

A. V, Curran was yesterday made 4 
party defendant in the case of W. R. 
Ray et al. against the A. B. Baxter 
Company, petition in bankruptcy pro- 
seedings before Judge Newman in the 
{'nited States court, and an order was 
granted by the court restraining Curran 
from in any manner changing the status 
of the assets of the Baxter company and 
the Southern Exchange. Curran was fur- 
ther ordered to permit counsel in the case 
to have access to the books of the com- 


pany and to furnish statements to them 
wherever it was in his power to do so. 

No receiver was appointed, Curran be- 
ing simply directed to take charge of 
the assets and maintain them as at pres- 
ent pending the further Orders of the 
court. The matter will be taken up 
again this morning, when supplemental 
pleadings will be filed to the United 
States circuit court, it is said, by Attor- 
ney T. W. Rucker, of counsel for the 
defense. 

At yesterday’s hearing arguments were 
miade pro and con on the question of ap- 
pointing a receiver for the assets of the 
defunct company. Luther Rosser, for the 
company, argued that there was no dan- 
ger of the assets being dissipated or lost

TO GO UNHUNG 


Detectives Can Find no Clew 
to Slayer of Miss 
Schafer. 


Bedford, Ind., February 2.—Miss Eva 
Love, roommate of Miss Schafer, has, 
according to the detectives, told all she 
knows of the incidents prior to Mise 
Schafer’'s death, that might have 
thrown any light on the identity of the 
murderer. It has developed that Miss 
Love knew nothing of value. 

Having exhausted what - they had 
hoped would be a source of valuable in- 


' foramtion the detectives now admit that 


they are wholly at sea. Miss Love has 
issued a signed statement in reply to 


insinuations made by some one or two 
newspapers. In it she says: 

“I know absolutely nothing of the mur- 
der of my roommate, Miss Schafer. I 
have no knowledge of the least suspici- 
ous circumstance that would point in 
the direction of the murderer, or I 
would not hesitate to tell it. There 
would be no need of dragging me be- 
fore a board af inquiry to get from me 
any statement that would throw the 
least bit of light on the crime. I loved 
Miss Schafer and she leved me. If she 
had any secret that would cause her 
death, she did not tell me. I am sure I 
had no secret that in any way could 
bring injury to her. There ought to be 
a limit to the manner in which my name 
has been so recklessly handied, and there 
must be law that will protect a woman 
who is trying to earn her own living and 
acting in accord with the dictates of an 
upright conscience.’’ 

Mayor Smith received twenty-six let- 
ters today about the murder, but none 
contained any information. The mayor 
said: 

“In spite of all the work we have done, 
of all the different lines we have investi- 
gated and all the clews we have traced 
down we are as far from the murderer 
as ever. We are up against it but we 
are not going to give up.”

He called 
to the driver of the lumber wagon that 
he had killed a boy, and this so fright- 
ened the negro that he kept on out Fair 
street and did not stop until the police 
overtook him. 


Was Returning Home. 

Jesse Todd attended the Fair Street 
school and was a favorite with his teach- 
ers and schoolmates. He left the school 
house yesferday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
and walked to the corner of Woodward 
and Park avenues. A wagon loaded with 
lumber, Belonging to the Woodward Lyum- 


ber Company. and driven bv Charlie 
Reese, passed him going out Woodward 
avenue to South Bowlevard. The boy 
thought he saw a chance to get a ride a 
part of the way home. He must have 
slipped under the wagon between the 
front and rear wheels with the intention 
of swinging td the coupling pole. He 
tossed his books upon the bridge formed 
by the coupling pole and the “hounds,” 
where they were found after the accident. 
He evidently slipped and fell before he: 
had a chance to take hold of the coupling 
pole 

‘Reese, so he claims. knew nothing about 
the presence of the boy. He heard some 
one call out to him: “You have killed 
that boy.” 

A telephone message notified the poliee 
of the accident and Call Offieers Jones 
and Abbot went to the place. They found 
the boy dying and at once placed him i'n 
& wagon to get him home as quickly as 
possible. The little fellow died before 
the wagon had gone two blocks. 

Charlie Reese had gone on to South 
Boulevard to deliver hig load of lumber 
and was found there and arrested. He 
made the following statement when taken 
to the police barracks: 


Negro Makes Statement. 

“Tt did not see the Httle boy when he 
tried to ride on my wagon. I heard some 
one call to me that I had killed a boy. I 
was so scared and excited that I kept @n 
driving. When I unloaded the lumber I 
found the boy’s school books under the 
wagon on the ‘hounds.’ TI had a heavy 
load on the wagon and was driving very 
siow. Boys often try to ride on my 
wagon and I have always begged them 
to keep off.’’ 

Chief Ball and the coroner investigate:!

Reese on any criminal charge, but to 
release him on the city charge of reck- 
less driving, in order that the recorder 
might hear all the evidence. 

The father of the boy drives a wagon 
for the city at the stockade. He stated 
last night to the chief of police that he 
did not think the negro was to blame for 
the accident.

TRADING WAS VERY LIGHT 


The Market Closed Below Monday 
Night with the Tone Heavy 
and Listless—The Market 
for Bonds Was Irreg- 
ular One.

New York, February 2.—The stock mar- 
kets lapsed a further stage toward entire 
stagnation today. Except for the fic- 
titious activity in a few stocks the deal- 
ings were a negligible quantity so far as 
they related to any Views on the condi- 
tion of properties or prospects in the bus- 
iness, industrial or political world. There 
was a flurry in Amalgamated Copper in 
the opening dealings. on the decision of 
the Montana supreme court giving legal 
sanction to the holding by Amalgamated 
of stocks in other corporations, but the 
price of that stock only got ‘a shade high- 
er than the first price and then sagged 
heavily to | 1-2 below last night. The 
action of the stock was attributed to 
profit taking on the favorable néws. The 
rise in United States Steel preferred, on 
the other hand, was due to covering by 
speculative accounts on the ehort side. 
Operators who followed the decline last 
week were inclined to believe that the 


fall hiad been due to the knowledge of 
the coming resignation of John D. Rocke- 
feller from the board of directors. The 
shorts were therefore disposed to cover, 
on the news of the resignation when pub- 
lished. Some other tron and steel stocks 
hardened in sympathy with United States 
Steel, but. the movement was short-lived. 
News from the trade was meager, but the 
decline in gross earrffngs of the Pennsy!- 
vania lines for December was counted 
as an unfavorable indication, owing to 
the large share of that system in the 
iron and steel traffic. Pennsylvania’s re- 
duction in operating expenses was regard- 
ed hopefully as a possible promise for 
the conservation of net earnings by re- 
trenchment. Reports of curtailment of 
anthracite production owing to poor mar- 
ket conditions were apparently ignored, 
as were the rather ominous expressions 
brought out in the negotiations for a 
wage settlement in the bituminous field. 
The Russo-Japanese situation was view- 
ed rather less hopeful for peace, and this 
influence was shown in a firmer tone for 
grain and a relapse in cotton. The ef- 
fect on the securities markets Was con- 
fined to restricting operations pending 
the reception of the Russian reply to 
Japan. The professional Operators of a 
smaller class were made abundantly 
aware that they had the market almost 
exclusively to themselves and as this con- 
dition offers Httle opportunity for profit- 
able trading they were very cautious in 
making ventures. A jump in the price 
of United States Realty preferred was 
entirely without explanation. The attack 
on ‘Brooklyn Transit was renewed and 
Metropolitan Street Railway reflected 
anxiety over the condition of W. C., 
Whitney. Amalgamated Copper carried 
the whole market with it in the late 
dealings to a level below last night, and 
the market closed heavy and listless.
